Dr. Clarence. Taylor Faries, be- 
loved physician and prominent 
civic figure, died in the Presby- 
terian Hospital Tuesday evening 
following an operation. 

Best, known of all Narberth 's 
residents, for thirty years devot- 
ing his energies to the care of the 
sick. Dr. Faries' sudden death 
came as a shock and a personal 
iu.-s to hundreds. 

Dr. Faries was fifty-five 3'ears 
of age, and had been slightly ill 
from time to time for several 
months. On Monday, taken sud- 
denly ill with a serious throat 

the 
'resbyterian Hospital, where an 
operation was performed by Dr. 
John H. Jopson. The poisoning 
had taken too strong a grip, how- 
ever, and his death occurred a few 
hours later. 

Dr Faries was born in Kent 
County, Delaware, in 1871. Short- 
ly after his family moved to 
Smyrna, Del., where he attended 
the Smyrna High School. After 
graduation he studied medicine at 
the Medico-Chirurgical College, 
Philadelphia, from which he 
graduated in hSUo. 

Although interneship was not 
required in those days, Dr. Faries 
remained at the institution a year 
before taking up his practice, and

Since that time his fame as a 
capable physician, loyal friend and 
civic figure has grown until his 
name is known not only through- 
out the Main Line, but in many 
other parts of the country. At the 
time of his death he was Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad surgeon for the 
-Main Line. 

Last year Dr. Faries opened en- 
larged offices in his home, at Nar- 
berth and Windsor- avenues, and 
took as an associate Dr. Carl W. 
.White. Dr. Harry Hartley, den- 
tist, also established his offices in 
the same building. Dr. Faries 
moved at that time into a beauti- 
ful new home constructed at Fair- 
hill and Aubrey roads, Wynne- 
wood. 

Dr. Faries was a member of 
the American Medical Association, 
uie Montgomery County Medical 
Association. the Pennsylvania 
Historical Society, the Philadel- 
phia Pediatric Society and the 
L'enu Athletic Club. He was a 
member of Cassia Lodge, F. & A. 
M. of A rd mo re. 

During the war he was sent to 
France with the Medical Corps 
and there placed in charge of Base 
Hospital No. ',2. He served over 
a year with A. E. 1\, and returned 
with the rank of Major. He was 
a member of the Military Order of 
Foreign Wars.

Trying to Solve Number Mix-Up 



Alfred M. Collins Again Heads

The towns on the Main Line have 
shown in the past in a very tan- 
gible way their interest in and ap- 
proval of the Welfare Federation 
method of providing funds for the 
charitable institutions and organiza- 
tions for this region. 

The sixth annual campaign of 
the Welfare Federation of Phila- 
delphia will be conducted from Oc- 
tober 25 to November 1. The Main 
Line division is now being organ- 
ized under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Alfred M. Collins, of Bryii Mawr, 
with Mr. W. Logan MacCoy, of 
Overbrook as vice chairman. The 
headquarters for the Main Line 
Division are in the Memorial Build- 
ing at Bryn Mawr, where Miss Joan 
Wollaston presides as Division sec- 
retary. Detailed lists of the group 
chairmen, captains and workers will 
be published later. 



Narberth's new parking rules 
for the business section were put 
in effect Monday with the appear- 
ance of brightly painted signs and 
white road lines to indicate the 
working of the law. 

All this week police have been 
warning motorists wdio have been 
lated the code, and have been ex- 
plaining the regulations to those 
who did not understand them. 
Next week warning tags will 
be used for offenders, and after 
that penalties will follow further 
violations. 

The new rules are comparative- 
ly simple, and the zones are clear- 
ly marked. For the benefit of 
those who did not notice the pub- 
lication of the rules in Our Town 
on August 21, we reprint them 
herewith : 

Haverford avenue — south side. 
From Essex to Forrest — no 
parking. 

From Forrest to Narberth ave- 
nue — loading and unloading only, 
(parallel with curb. 

Haverford avenue — north side. 

From Essex to Narberth ave- 
nues — with one hour parking 
limit, parallel with curb. 

From Narberth avenue to 100 
feet eastward — no parking. 

North Narberth avenue — no 
parking on either side for 100 feet 
north of Haverford avenue. 

South Narberth avenue, west 
side — no parking for 100 feet 
south of Haverford avenue; from 
that point to railroad, loading and 
unloading only, parallel with curb. 
_ South Narberth avenue, east 
side — one hour parking limit, par- 
allel with curb. 

Forrest avenue — no parking in 
front of fire house, as at present. 

Essex avenue — no parking on 
either side, for 100 feet north of 
Haverford avenue.

Tohnson's is three hundred and 
something. New postmen are said 
to have spent weeks in search of 
certain addresses, tearing their hair, 
rending their garments and gnash- 
ing their teeth in their efforts to 
solve the system of numbering. 

Some time ago it was found that 
house numbers on the south side of 
Montgomery avenue betvve e n 
Wynnewood and Haverford ave- 
nues differed with the number's on 



the'' north side of the pike. The 
Narberth Borough Council changed 
the numbers on the south side to 
agree with those on the township's 
north side, but many householders 
did not put up the new numbers on 
their homes. Those who did, how- 
ever, brought about a still greater 
variance with the old numbers. 

So bad is the situation that Chair- 
man R. F. Wood, of the Narberth 
Highway Committee, has written to 
the Lower Merion Commission ask- 
ing it to designate someone to co- 
operate with the Narberth authori- 
ties in the effecting of a uniform 
numbering of the pike. When final 
action is taken by township and 
borough authorities, the household- 
ers will be required to post the new 
numbers in place of the present 
ones. 

Mail carriers will be told to de- 
liver mail to no houses that are in- 
correctly numbered. The post of- 
fice is not required to make deliv- 
eries in such a case, and it is pre- 
sumed that the mail carriers will not 
mind at' all.

DON'T BURN THE 

LEAVES IN GUTTERS 

Reports have begun to reach the 
borough authorities that residents 
are beginning to dispose of fallen 
leaves by burning them in their 
yards and in the gutters. There 
is a borough ordinance which pro- 
hibits the burning of leaves on the 
public streets or in the gutters, 
and they cannot be burned inside 
property lines without the secur- 
ing of a permit from the chief of 
the Fire Department. 

People who burn leaves in the 
gutters in front of their properties 
are very likely to crack and dam- 
age the curb, rendering themselves 
liable to receive an order from the 
borough to install a new curb at 
their own expense. 

The highway authorities of the 
borough object strongly to the 
burning of leaves in the streets 
because the heat of the fire melts 
the top dressing on the streets and 
results in permanent injury. The 
policemen, therefore, will be in- 
structed to see that the ordinance 
against burning leaves is strictly 
enforced, and people who do not 
heed it after this public warning, 
may find themselves in trouble. 

The borough trucks, on their 
weekly rounds for the collection 
of ashes, will carry away all leaves 
which are put in boxes or barrels 
and left where the borough col- 
lectors can conveniently get them. 
This service will be continued by 
the borough ash collectors up to 
November 1. This service, which 
is offered free of charge to all the 
residents of the borough, gives 
everyone an opportunity to dis- 
pose of the leaves on his own 
property without burning them.
